With the exception of Socceroo honors, 
Ajax sweeper John Gardiner is the most 
highly successful player in the State League. 


Two Rothmans Medals, State 
League championships, Ampol, 
Dockerty and State League Cups 
and a host of club awards all have 
gone to Gardiner who joined Ajax 
earlier this year after a five-year 
stint with Essendon Croatia. 

He is an astute students of the 
game and recently was elevated 
to the level of a full ASF staff 
coach. 

Gardiner arrived In Australia in 
the late 60's and played with 
George Cross until late 1976 
when he joined Croatia, then Es- 
sendon Lions, in the first Division 
of the Metropolitan League. 

"| look for a club which is on 
the move and has enormous po- 
tential for success. Some of the 
people at George Cross throught 
that joining Croatia would be the 
end of me because | had dropped 
down a league but they didn’t re- 
alise the club's potential,” said 
Gardiner. 

“Green Gully also had great po- 
tential and | thought that | could 
do a job for the club. Really Green 
Gully’s progress has been enor- 
mous. The club now buys better 
players and you certainly can't 
complain about the wages. 

“I'd like to play noxt year 
but you can't go on for ever. 
I'm 34 now but I know J} still 
have a lot to offer. 


“Vd like to think that | could 
play PSL soccer. In fact it’s un- 
fortunate that I'm not still playing 
with Hellas.” 

Gardiner had a stint with Hellas 
in 1977 but it wasn't a successful 
period for him. 


“No coach ever wanted to 
gst rid of mo. All of my prob- 
loms have stemmed from 
committees and I’ve been 
stabbed in the back a fow 
times. 


“| didn’t know too much about 
Green Gully when | joined and. | 
hopad that the club would be able 
to win the league. The main op- 
position came from Crostia but 
coaching changes and committee 
upheavals upset its players and 
affected their performances. 


“Green Gully’s had a good year 
as a club and I've had s good year 
as a player. Playing still is first and 
foremost on my mind but I'm very 
interested in coaching as well. 


“Bobby (McLachlan) and | 
discussed a lot of things this 
year about the playing sido 
and we sometimes differed 
but we made sure to keep 
those differences to oursel- 
ves. Whenever woe disagreed 
the final decision ahways fall to 
Bobby. He had to decide what 
to do himself.” 


Gardiner’s on a one-year con- 
tract with Ajax which expires on 
November 30. There's no option 
for Ajax to take up but it’s a safe*

In the western suburbs nine out of 10 people are 
into soccer in some way or another. There are more 
than 50,Q00 psople In St. Albans alone. You can 
talk to most people in the west about Green Gully 
and they'll know where It Is and what you're talking 
about.

Having gained the 
Youth 
in 
June, West Germany 
will be eager to add 
the World title during 
October’s Coca-Cola 
championship. 

The Germans won the 
European crown by 


204,000 spectators watched 
the Germans in their five 
games, including 56,000 at the 
final against Poland. 

Weise, 46, and his team 
became national heroes over- 
night, for this was young Ger- 
man’ys first success, earned 
at the 29th attempt! 

Rolf Falkenmeier and 
Holgar Anthes were acclaimed 
by the press as the two stars of 
the tournament.

Attached to 
Hessen Regional League side 
F.S.V. Frankfurt at the time of 
writing, Anthes is being pur- 
sued by many of his country’s 
leading clubs. 


Already on the payroll of

mier outfits is Thomas Herbst 
of Bayern Munich, who is re- 
nowned for his powerful head- 
ing ability 

The team’s most ex- 
perienced player is captain 
Ralf Loose who has represent- 
ed his country a record 35 
times. A livewire in midfield, 
Loose inspires by example. 

Never was Loose’s influence 
more pronounced than against 
Belgium when he was the driv- 
ing force behind a German re- 
vival that overcame a two-goal 
deficit after only 15 minutes 
iplay. 

On the books of Borussia 
Dortmund, he has yet to maké 
his debut in the German lea- 
gue. 

In contrast, fellow mid- 
fielder Thomas Brunner has 
made 20 appearances in the 
Bundesliga for } FC Nurnburg. 

Germany’s weakness 
appears to be a defence which 
lacks pace and has often been 
embarrassed when faced by 
teams capable of counter-at- 
tacking quickly. 

Fortunately the Germans 
have an outstanding goalkee- 
per in Rudiger Vollborn. 

Voliborn’s finest moments 
came in the semi-final against 
an impressive French team 


when he made two crucial pen- 
alty saves. : 

Recently acquired by First 
Division Bayer Leverkusen, 
Vollborn is acknowledged as 
the best young ‘keeper 
Germany has produced for 
quite some time. 


Remarkably Germany qual- 
ified for the Coca-Cola tourna- 
ment only after the withdra- 
wal of Holland. The 1989 Eu- 
ropean Youth championshi 
also was designated as an e 
minator for Australia and here 
germany failed to get beyond 
the last 16! 


The Dutch dropped out be- 
cause they did not feel con- 
fident of being able to per- 
suade their leading clubs to re- 
lease players at a crucial stage 
in the domestic season. 

Ironically, the Germans’ 
problem in the same area is 
equally acute. 

Weise has already ex- 
pressed concern that his Coca- 
Cola aspirations may be wre- 
cked by clubs clinging to their 
star youngsters. 


Weise is adamant: “We will 
not take ‘‘tourist team’’ to 
the fifth continent. Unless the 
best possible side is available, 
I am not interested in going to 
Australia,’”’ 

His cause has been taken up 
be German Federation Pres}- 
dent Hermann Neuberger who 
personally has appealed to all 
major clubs to put their coun 
try first. 


At this stage it appears that 
patriotism and public opinion 
will ensure that Germany will 
be at full strength. 

If this is so, the Germans 
will be strong contenders for 
the Coca-Cola championship, 
one of the few major inter- 
national trophies which has 
eluded them. 


Uruguay soccer sensation Jorge Villazan is chasing a 
unique double in the FIFA World Youth Championship for

Villazan may be only 19, but 
bis attacking talents are so

Now Villazan is trying to 
achieve 2 similar status for his 
country.

Rafael, 26 and a former Na- 
cional star himself, said: 
“Jorge is wildly excited by the 
Coca-Cola Cup. He talks on the 
tapes these days about little 
else. 


“For a start it’s the first 
time he will have travelled 
outside South America. But 
the main thing is the chance to 
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replace Argentina as world 
youth champion, 

“You really have to be a 
Uruguayan to understand the 
incredible rivalry with Ar- 
gentina. They beat them 5-1 in 
the qualifying event on their 
way to becoming South Ameri- 
can champion and the whole 
country went berserk. 

“Tt seemed that every man, 
woman and child was on the 
streets of Montevideo to wel- 
come them home. So what's it 
going to be like if Uruguay 
wins the Coca-Cola Cup, itself? 

“This is the greatest 
moment of Jorge's life so far"’. 

Both Rafael and Jorge were 
playing soccer at five in their 
home village of El Carmen, 
which gets by on the product- 
jon of bread and wine. 

Their dad Eduardo was the 
local doctor. And when his 
first son Daniel wanted to 
study medicine, too, the 
family moved to the capital, 
Montevideo.

Two items of interest happened recently which will 
affect junior soccer in Victoria. 

First item was the announcement by the VSF that Tim White 
had been appointed the State Director of Coaching. 

He is a former state under age coach and a coach of Springvale 
City seniors. For the past three years he has been a regional 
coach in Townsville where he also coached the Townsville senior 
side in the Queensland State League. 

He is a great believer in junior soccer and the coaching of 
junior coaches and I am certain that his appointment will be a 
boost not only to senior soccer but to junior soccer too.

The second item was a disturbing one. At a meeting of the Met- 
ropolitan clubs recently they put a proposal forward to the VSF 
asking for permit players for the Metropolitan League, Stating 
that junior players were not up to the standard. 

If this proposal is accepted it will mean that there will be less 
places for juniors in our senior teams. 

During this year’s regional and state trials for juniors there 
were hardly any coaches or scouts from senior clubs to see what 


talent was available. 


I suggest to the Metropolitan clubs that they form a closer liai- 
son with their junior sections and try to get a top coach as a 
director of coaching within their club so that their junior talent 


can be properly coached, 


There must be something wrong within the system if we cannot 
find enough good class players from a junior figure of 50,000 play- 


ers. 


Most players who come from overseas are only a short term 
proposition. If clubs spent their money on developing their juniors 
they will be compensated by having young senior players.
